H. O. Young Of Canadian 
Colonial Airways Spoke To 
Aerôplanë Club 

"Organization ot Passenger Flying 
In the United States" was the topio 
of .an informal lecture last evening 
by H. b.. Young, Secretary-Troasureif 
of tho Canadian Colonial Airways 
Limited., The Light Aeroplane ^-Club 
of 'Iiïcaih was the host to the speak 
or .and, ';.the address was held in the 
Macdonald Physics Building. . . 

Although no commercial flying was 
done in Pre-War days, Mr.' 'Young 
pointed out that the ■ necessity , of 
War-time needs greatly accelerated 
the advance of modem aviation. Im 
mediately after the War, the ' Gov- 
ernments ot England and Germany 
granted large euma ot money to be 
devoted to extraaiv^ommerclal fly' 
Ingl but in . dblSg^nia, both Govern' 
mcnts had the idea of another war. 
Therefore, It may be said that pas 
songer aviation owes It's start In life 
to the Great 'War. ■

Nations Failed To AcUieve

"A , possible remedy for ■ current 
économie, problems Ilea not in the dOf 
'ins. away with territorial boundaries 
nor In. the abolishing :ot present gov 
ermental systems, as some economists 
claim, but rather In the bi'eaking down 
of . that , intolerance ' and hatred that 
now reigns among tha. leading powers 
ot Europe," ■ stated George F. Wright, 
editor of the Montreal Star, In, a lee 
ture on' "Outstanding Eveiita In EU' 
rope".

During the years following 1918. 
however, when Canadian artudents 
were returning from France to com- 
plete the courses at college Interrupt- 
ed by the War, a spirit of restlessness 
and a dissatisfaction with existing In- 
stitutions was prevalent generally 
among the students of Canadian uni- 
versities. That disillusionment, of 
htch^MitïbaYe heard, so jmuoHîduring,

sities filled with a mighty faith in 
the underlying goodness of man. In 
the perfeotlon of his great institutions, 
and in the love of God.
